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Foreword 

'TT^HE PURPOSE of this publication is to outline, the institutional 
structure of higher education in Taiwan today, and to present 
an up-to-date picture o£ the status of higher educational institu- 
tions' on tke island. To make tlys information -available in a 
readily, usable form, a comprehensive;, list of the institutions of 
higher education in Taiwan, containing information on their 
major academic subdivisions, the length of the various cpurses 
they offer, .the degrees they confer, and other des(!riptive data, 
has been compiled and is presented in an appendix to this study. 
Since approximMely 2,000 graduates of these institutions are cur- 
rently-seeking to come to the United States every year to continue 
their studies, this informati.on should be of {Particular value to 
American university pfficials concerned ^h their admission and 
proper placement. ' ' . .

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I. Introduction 



pAClLiTlES FOR HIGHER EDUCATION in Taiwan have expanded 
rapidly since the government of the Republic of China was 
forced to take Refuge on that island uff the southeast coast oi the 
Chii^ese mainland in 1949. In that year, the island had only a 
few institutions offering work at the college level. By the school 
year 1954-55, a decade ago, ^therp were 11 civilian institutions 
of higher education, enrolling 13,670 students. In Januaiy 1965, 
following a pattern of continued growth particularly marked in 
the 1960% 42 ciyilian institutions, with a total enrollment of 
over 64,000 st-udents,^ were authorized to^offer w6rk at the col- 
lege leveL Thus in the past 10 years the -number of civilian in- 
stitutions has trebled and their student body has nearly quintupled 
in size. 

Besides the 42 civilian colleges knd universities, 13 ajlditional 
institutions operating uhder the auspices of military and police 
authorities are recognized by the Ministry of Education as offer- 
ing work at the college level, raising \he total number of officially 
recognized, institutions of higher education in Taiwan in 1964-65 
to 55, Of these 55, 31 (including 11 of the military and police 
^institutions) are de8;rGe-granting institutions, conferi»ing at least 
'a bacheler's degree/ The remaiEder offer nondegree courses of 
valViijg duration, ' 

These 55 institutions constitute the apex of the educational^ 
system in T^iiwan. A studen^t. normally enters one of them aftfer 
the con^etion of a full r2-year program of primary-secondary. 
schc^oIinForganized in a 6-3-3 pattern siimilar to that frequently 
followed in the United States. In Taiwan, the two 3-year divi- 
sions of the secondary cycle are referred to as '^junio^middle'' 
and ''senior jTiiddfe''" school. Upon entering a collegiate "institu- 
tion, the student may pursue a course of study usually leading 
to the bachelor's degree in \ >ears, although, a longer, period is 
required to earn a first degree in some specialized fields. 
^ If a graduate of , the sewior middle sch(jul does not wish to work 
for a degree, or cannot g^in etitrance into a degree-granting

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course, he may qualify for admission to one of the nondegree 
courses offered, for the most part, at the institutions generally 
known as '^junior colleges." The majority of these institution^ 
offer a 3-year specialized course of college-leverinstruction. 

In recent years particularly, a third alternative progresjjion 
has become widely available. Students graduating from junior 
middle* school (i.e.^ completing the ninth grade) may enter di- 
rectly into 5-year nondegree courses, offered by^ a-growing num- 
ber of institutions of higher education.

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11. Categories of Higher Educational Institutions 



Jn ADDrriON TO CLASSIFICATION on thel^asis of degree-granting or 
non-degree-granting status, institutions of higher education in 
Taiwan may be categorized in two other ways: By type, accord- 
ing to the institutional debigjiation used in their Chinese n^mes ; 
and by control, according to the nature of their sponsorship or 
governing authority. 

'Classification by Type 

In theory at least, the most prestigious type of institution is 
.one authorized to use the terni ta-hsueh, or "university", in its 
name. Under law, in order to qualify as a university an institu- 
tion must have at least three undergraduate colleges, one of 
which must be a college of science, agriculture, engineering, or 
medicine. - In practice, however, the general^ule governing classi- 
fication as a university is not being strictly observed in Taiwan 
today. Four well-known former mainland institutions which 
have been reestablished on the^ island are currently autt^prized 
to use the word "university** in their official names despite the 
fact that they now have less than three constituent colleges. 

In the school year 1964-65, a total of 11 institutions in Taiwan 
were designated as universities. By far the most fully articulated 
of these institutions .was National Taiwan University, which'had, 
6 undergraduate colleges including 3fr-departments, and olfered 
work in a large number of grajiiiate departments as well. - 

Those institutions designated as hsiieh-yttan, or "college", con- 
stitute a second type of institution of higher education. Generally, 
this term is used in the official Chinese names of institutions 
which are empowered to grant degrees but do' not qualify as uni- 
versities. In^ 1964-65, there were 13 hsUeh-yuan on the island, 
including 3 military institutions. Almost without exception, these/ 
institutions use the word "college'' in their English names. 

The third type of higher educational institutions consists of ^ 
those which are designated in Chinese as chuan-k*o hsiieh-hsiao, 
which ma/y be translated literally as "special course school." The 
chmn-h^o hsiieh-hsiao olfer only nondegree courses of a special- 
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ized technical-vocational nature which are d^Sfe^icd prijiiaiil^^s 
terminal programs. Graduates normally not U'ansftn;to deg#e- 
grantirig institutions to continue their college, education. 

When writing in English, both Chinese educators and foreign 
commentators commonly refer to these institutions as junior 
colleges. The use of the latter term in this connection has re- 
sulted [nsOme confusion and misunderstanding abroad regftrding 
the nature and function of these institutions, since they are nol: 
strictly comparable, for example, to many, if n,ot must, of the 
junior colleges io'the United States! 

Another source of misunderstanding regarding these' institu- 
^itms is'that, in rendering their name^ in English, authorities of 
these schools do no^ always include the word "jupi^r/' Thus an 
institution which calls itseif a college is not necessarily a degree- 
granting institution; examination- of its course offerings may 
Bhow that it is actually a chxian-k'o hsUeh-hslao. In 1964-65, there 
were 21 clman-k'o hmcMislao in Taiwan. As previously indi- 
cated, some simply designate themselves in English as a College; 
others use the term 'Junior college" or "institute" in the English 
version of their namjfes. 

The fourth, and last, type of higher educational institutions, 
comprises those vmiih are simply designated in Chinese as 
hsiieh'hsiao, or "schobl." This grouj/ is composed entirely of 
military and pojice institutions, wHos^ names are variously 
rendered in English as "academies," as "institutes," or as "col- 
leges". On ^ocBasion their names are given the literal Chinese 
translation, "school." Most, but jnot all, of these institutions, 
which in 1961-65 totaled 10 in number, are degree-granting. The 
fact that they n^ay be sometimes referred to as "schoolslUJafiig- 
fore^does not in itself m#an that they are officially considered to 
belong to a lower classification than the civilian colleges on the 
island^ 

Summarizing the classification of four types of institutions of 
higher education according to the Chinese terms used to designate 
them, one may assay the following g^eralizations-: 

1. The term ta-hsueh (university) uiually desi^n^ates a iruulti-faculty 
instituti(^<a-e., one ^vith three or more untlerjjraduate collciges) which 
cdrfers J^dvanced degrees in onr or moie fields as well as bachelor's 

« degrees. 

2. The tet:h\ iL^ueh-ijiuin ((oWv^v) ncjunally dt*^lgnat^s a single-faculty 
' institujiJon (i.e., an institution having no constituent "colleges," only 

"departments") \v\\\(h confers ))achelor's degrees only. 

3. The term chuan-J/o h - Hch^Jt^Kio (^pf^lal cours<^ school) desiuiuite^ 

n<5n-degree gyafitmg inslitutjcni (jffcnn^' specialized technical- ' 
Vocational counsel 
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4, The term hsueh-hsiao (school) designates a military or police insti- 
t^tion which may be of either clegree-;granling or nonHlegree^ranting , 
status.

When classified b> ''coiilrol", higher educational iubtitutiou^ 
in TaTwan fall into four categories. The first ^categury consists of 
jiational institxitions — i.e., institutions which are financed by the 
central government treasury and are supervised directly by the 
Ministry of Education in Taipei. In 1964-65 there were six na- 
tional institutions, five of which were of degree-granting status, 

Prorinczar institutions comprise the second category. The cen- 
tral Ministry of Education sets overall policy and approves cur- 
riculum for these institutions, but they are financed from the 
budget t)f the separate Taiwan Provincial Government located in 
the city of Taichung in the central part of the island, and are' 
under the supervision of the Department of Education of the 
Provincial Government. In 1964-65 there were 15 provincial in- 
stitutions of higher education, of \vhich only 3 were of degree- 
granting status. ( 

The third category of institutions consists of those operating 
under private^ auspices. Like the provincial institutions, private ^ 
colleges and universities must conform tu general policies estab- 
lished by the Ministry of Educafion and mu&t^ubmit their cur- 
•riculum for approval by the^Ministry, but they are otherwise 
administratively independent. In 19G1-65 there were 21 private 
higher educational institutioi^s 6n the island, including 12 which 
had degree-granting status. . <r 

The military and police institutions constitute tho- fourth, and 
final, category. These institutions have been set up by, and oper- 
ate under the supervision of, agencies of the national govern- 
^ment other than the Ministry of E(^luC(Vlion. For the most pavt, 
they con^e^under the Ministry of National Defense and draw theii 
financial support and policy guidanee fvum that part of .the cen^ 
tral authority. However, their status as institutions of higher 
education must be approvecUby the Ministry of Education. As 
previously indicated, there were 13 &uch institutions in 1961-65; 
of these, 11 were authorized to function in degree-granting status.

Hla^or. Academic Subdivisions

^HE ADiWNISTKATiVE urgani^atiuii ufMnstitutions of higher efkf- 
cation in Taiwan consists of ufRcet> wliich deal with thi busi- 
ness affairs of the institutiC)n and other subdivisions chargea with 
tbe supervision of academic jnatter^. In the universities the 
.major acadehiic subdivisions at* the undergraduate level are the 

*^ hsiieh-yuan, or "colleges." Thiis 4he prevailing practice in Taiwan 
is in line with America^ academic terminology, rather than with 
the European parlance ^hich conUnujily flesignates sych entities 
as "faculties/* Undergraduate colleges of liberal' arts, science, 
engine,ering, conlmerce, agriculture, and education — all represent- 
ing fields famili&r as separate colleges' or' schools in Ameripan 
universities— are frequently found in the universiti^ in Taiwan. 
But, in addition, several Taiw^a universities also have under- 
graduate professional colleges of law and xnedicine. > 

The colleges are generally divided into hsi, or ''departments," 
similar in nature to^ those in A^nerican institutions. 'The alloca- 
tion of departments^to the. various undergraduate colleges, how- 
ever, differs somewhat from ATnerican piractice. For example, in 
a university which has a college of law, the^departme^ts gf; politi- 
cal science, ecWmics, and sociology, are Wated in this college,, 
rather-^^n in the 'college of lib'erat arts. ' ' 

1 The description applies .to' the l)reakdown of major 
academWBKdi visions withiri^a university. In the iieparate de- 
. gree-granling colleges in Taiwan, academic subdivisions ai<?^en- 
erally designated as hsi In the non-degree-granting colleges, such 
entiti^s^are normally called /c'o/ but i(»T py^ases^)f practical 
convenience both of these teims may be ^rana^ted a.s ''depart- 
ment." ' ^ ; ■ * ' 
In addition^ to offering day courses, many institutions of higher 
educa^tion in Taiwan, provide after-hours instruction for tollege 
credit at the undergraduate level in an evening division. In the 
school year 1964-65, 21 institutions, or one out of eveiy 2 civilian 
institutions on the island, ofFef^d evening work. In general; how- 
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ever, and particularly at the universities, evening courses are 
available in fewer departments than are d^y courses. 

* Graduate study is available at 10 of the higher educational, 
institutions in Taiwan, in the parts of the institution designated 
as ycn-cHu so. In writing in English regarding the structure Of 
higher education, Chinese educators usually translate this, term 
rather literally as "research institute." A university may have 
one or more rese^ch institutes, with each one limited rather 
narrowly within a specific subject-matter field. In effect,, the 
breadth of coverage of a single research institute is usually 
^''BoaaacaJ^ble to that of one of, the departments at the urtder- 
graduaf^ leveL Thus in American terms the various research 
institutes serve as, graduate departments, and all those at one in- 
stitution, viewed collectively, constitute roughly the equivalent of 
the graduate schpol of an American university. ^ 

Among the Taiwan institutions offering graduate, study, by 
far the most highl;^eveloped in terms of scope of offerings is 
NationarTaiwan University, which in 1964-65 had 28 reJSearch in- 
stitutes (graduate departments'). No other institution had more 
. than eight graduate departments at that time. Fields in which 
graduate work is available at theiVarious institutions are shown 
in List A. As might be assumed, in most institutions the pattern 
of graduate offerings roffects, to a considerable extent, the par- 
ticular strengths and specialties of the institution. ^

« Programs of Study 

Degree !>iograms.—A^ previously indicated, most of the bache- 
lor's degree courses in institutions of higher education injTaiwan 
are of 4 years' duration. However, there are important^ exccp- 
. tions to this general rule. The most significant departure frbm 
this standai'd is in the field of medical education, wh^re a 7-year^ 
course leading to the degree of bachelor of medicine (or bachelor 
of science in medicine) is the usual program. This 7-year pro- 
gr^ (which begins at the college freshman level) includes 2 
years of premedical work and a final year of internship. The 
comparable course in denttstry is of 6 years' duration, and that 

" in veterinary medicine lasts 5 years. 

"In a few -cases the lengths of similar degi'ee courses vary 
among institutions. For example, the law course at Soochow Uni- 
versity College of Law, the architectural engineering course at 
Chung Yuan- College of Science ^5id Engineering, and the phar- 
macy cojurse at the College. of Chinese Medicine and Pharmacy 
are 5-year courses, whereas courses in these fields at other In- 
stitutions are of^ years' duration. 

Some courses leading to the bachel(^'s degree require an ad- 
ditional year of practical training beyond the years of classroom 
work. This extra year is required in all degree programs at the 
Provincial Normal University, where graduates are required to 
teach school for 1 year following their 4 years of classes before 
their degrees are fomally awarded. Teachers preparing in the 
field of agricultural education at Provincial Chung Hsing Uni- 
versity are likewise required to acquire a year of teaching ex- 

. peri^nce before receiving Ihei'r degrees. 

Prografhs in the research institutes (giaduate schooPdepart- 
ments) of institutions of higher education in Taiwan require 2 
years of study for the master's degree. To earn a doctorate, a 
candidate must study for an additional 3 years or longer, and 
submit a dissertation. 
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College students in Taiwan may earn degrees by attending 
after-hours classes in the evening. In most of the institutions 
offering evening work, there is nu set time period during which 
degree or graduation requirements must be met. Course credits 
arc earned gradually until a sutlicitint number and t}pe have ac- 
cumulated! In one major mstitution (National Taiwan Universi- 
ty), however, completion uf the evening course for the bachelor's 
degree is regulated to take between 5 and 6 years. At two other 
universities, evening wurk for a degree may be taken either in a 
program of 5 to G years or^m u prugram of iTidefiiiite duration, 
Nondegree progmnis, — As mentioned earlier, ^Taiwan institu- 
tions of higher education offer a variety of nonpegree courses as 
well as degree programs. In addition to the.'^ccoirses offered by 
the sizeable number of chuan-k'u haueh-hsiao, seK^eialwi the de- 
gree-granting institutions provide nondegree courses along with 
their regular programs, Nondegree courses are generally of 
either 3 years^ or 5 years' duration, althoi^gh a few institutions 
have special courses varying from 2 to 41,2 years in length. In 
1964c65, a total of 25 institutions (including 5 which \yere also 
authorized to grant bachelor's degrees) offered 3- or 5-year 
courses, and 11 of these institutions offered courses of both types. 



The relationship between thes^ two programs is an important 
one. The S-y^ar programs, wh'irch have been common in Chinese 
institirtio^ns for many years, ad?nit graduates of the iull 12-year 
primary-secondary school system (i.e,, senior middle school gradu- 
ates). Instruction during the 3 years is entirely at the college 
level. The 5-year programs, which'are a later innovation, admit 
students. who have completed only the ninth grade (i,e., graduates 
of the juiiior middle schogl). The work covered during the 5 
Vears is a combination of what w^ould have been covered during 
senior middle school and what is covered in the 3-year college- 
level course. Thus the 5-year course might be described as ^a 
''straddle" course combining \\ork at' the upper secondary and 
junior college level. 

As previously mentioned, the work in both the 3-year and 5- 
yeai' courses is of a technical or vocational type and is designed 
primarily to be of terminal nature. Both programs are aimed 
mainly at training middle-level technicians and senrriprofessional 
specialfsts, ^ 

One Obvious question that arises in connection with these 
courses is the comparison between the 3-year and 5-year programs 
in terms of the relative qualifications of students upon complet- 
ing C^ne or the other of the programs. As viewed in Taiwan, the 
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^aduates of either of the two programs are considered to have 
reached approximately eqaal levels of attainment, although those 
completing a 5-year pit>gram ha\e had only 14 }ears of formal 
schooling) while those completing a G-year program have had 15 
years. The rationale underbing this evaluation is interesting 
and pedagogically significant. In pait, it is based on the feeling 
that students who embark upon a program of technical-vocational 
training immediately after completing the junior middle school 
level (i.e., junior high school) tend to be better adjusted to and 
^ more highly motivated towards this type of education than stu- 
dents who have reached the level of senior middle school graduates 
before undertaking it. The latter students tend to be those who 
have had aspirations for earning a college degree, but have had 
to settle for what they consider a less rewarding and prestigeful 
alternative. Another aspect of the basic reasoning back' of the 
comparison is the feeling among ipany educators in Taiwan t^at 
the work ordinarily covered in the , senior middle schools is 
unnecessarily repetitious jdf subject matter already covered in 
earfier grades. . / 

Witft these views in mind, designers of the 5-year programs 
have worked out curriculums which they feel enable students to 
cover in only 2 years an amoiHit of work comparable to what 
they would, otherwise have covered in the 3 years of regular 
senior middle school. This leaves 3 years in which to cover the 
college-level instruction in their special fields. 

•Degrees Offered 

The degrees offered by institutions of higher education include 
bachelor's degrees, master's degrees, and doctoral degrees. Bache- 
lor's degrees are conferrWi in a number of fields, most commonly 
in arts, science, engineerirv^and law. 

Advanced degrees are awarded by 10 higher educational in- 
stitutions; 8 of^these confer only the master's degree, and the 
other two institution^ also offer a doctoral degree. In 1964-65 
doctoral degrees could be earned in Taiwan in only two fields: 
Chengchi University had a doctoral pro-am in the^'field of law, 
and Taiwan Provincial Noimal University offered a doctorate in 
the field of Chinese literature. National Taiwan University has 
followed a conservative policy with regard to advanced graduate 
education, and in 1964-65 was still offering work A)nly through 
the master's degree level. 
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IV. Recent Development Trends 

J)URING THE PERIOD of rapid growth in the number of higher 
ediicational institutions in Taiwan in recent years, several signifi- 
can trends have become discernible. ' , 



Nature of the New Institutions 

From, the beginning of 1960 through January 1965, 25 institu- 
tions have attained the status of institutions of higher education. 
As in the previous 5-year period^ (1955-59), the majority of these 
institutions (14 out of the 25) w^ere established de nqvo (i.e., were 
not successors to former Japanese institutions, reests^blishments 
of institutions formerly in existence on the Chi^nese mainland, or 
the result of upgradings^of lower. schools). But unlike the situa- 
tion in the previous 5 years, a substantial minority (8 out of 25) 
of tfie institutions acquired their new collegiate status as Jthe re- 
sult of upgradings of schools at the senior secondary level. In 
particular, five of the elevated institutions were former normal 
schools at the senior secondary level which were upgraded to 
become normal colleges at the junior coljege level. This develop- 
ment reflects an educational policy decision to train teachers for 
the elementary schools in collegiate-le\el institutions, 

The previously preyailing ratio between the number of public 
and priva,|e institutions has altered somewhat in recent^ years. 
Before 1960, there were 21 public institutions (including 11 under 
military control) and 9 private institutions. Among the 25 in- 
stitutions attaining higher educational status since the beginning 
of 1960, public and private institutions are nearly equal in num- 
ber (13 public, 12 priVafe), so that the overall ratio in January 
1965 .was 34 puhlic and 21 private institutions, repfesenting a 
relative gain for those under private auspices. 

Most of the 25 institutions acquiring collegiate status since 
the beginning of 1960 (19 out of the 25) were not authorized to 
grant degrees. Although some of these 19 institutions, following 
precedents already established, may eventually he empowered 
to confer uegrees, none of them had made this transition by the 
end of 1964. 




12 HIGHER KDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION'S IN 'i^IWAN 

Changes in Programs and Offerings * ^ ' 

Within the institutions of higher education, the trend ^toward 
a broadening pattern of ofTei iags has continued in recent years. 
For example, in the 1964-65 school year alone, 11 institutions 
added a total of 23 departments at the undergraduate level, and 
4 .institutions established une or more additional graduate de- 
partments. In the same }car, previously existing evening divi- 
sions were expanded at eight institutions to offer work in a 
greater variety of department^. 

As previously indicated, one of the most striking developments 
of recent years is the increase in the nujnber of institutions of- 
fering 5-year nondegree courses combining work at the upper 
secondar>^ and junior college level. As of January 1965, 23 in-, 
stitutipns (i.e., almost half the institutio"lis in Tai^yan) were offer- 
ing such courses. In almost all cases, these programs 'began in ^ 
the 1960's, and the majority of them were initiated in 1963 and ^ 
1964, when a number of institutions added a 5-year rfours^ to 
their existing programs. Moreover, all but one. of the eight In- 
stitutions which attained collegiate status in 1963 and 1964 offer 
only the 5-year "straddle'' course. 

Another noteworthy trend in recent years is .the increase in 
the number of institutions offering evening study. Most of these 
21 institutions have established their evening divisions since 1959, 
the high tide having occurred in 1963, when 14 institutions added 
an evening division to their organizational structure. 

The number of institutions offering work toward a bachelor's 
degree has grown markedly in recent years, and there has been 
a modest increase in the number of institutions offering the 
master's degree. But no increase has taken place in the 1960'3 
in the number of institutions offering doctoral work. Both of 
the two institutions offering work at this^ level began their ^ 
doctoral programs well before 1960. Thus m pattern under which 
most Chinele students seekmg this highesCTiegree must coml)lete 
their study outside TaiwAn has continued intQ the present decade.
